Death of Joseph W. Troutman.

Joseph W- Troutman died of general de- 
bility, in the 45th year of his age, leaving 
a widow and several children. The de- 
ceased was a son of Peter Troutman, and 
a brother of Saml, Jacob and John Trout- 
man, Mrs. Henry Cox, Mrs. A. Gnlick and 
Mrs. E. Widick. He was a member of 
Dunham Post No. 141, G. A. B,, this city. 
He enlisted in the Union army August 
7th, 1862, as Corporal of Co. B, 116th 
Regiment 111. Vol. Inf., and wai with 
Sherman on the Mississippi march; re- 
turned to Memphis; was in the engage- 
ments at Walnut Hill and Haines Bluffs, 
and then at Arkansas Post. He paVtioi- 
pated in the memorable siege of Ticks- 
bars and was in the Jackson, Miaa, fight; 
and also in the engagement near Pearl 
River, both in 1863. He was at Mission- 
ary Ridge and Reseoca, and went with 
Sherman on hia march to to the sea and 
to Washington. 0 imrade Troutman was 
a brave and gallant soldier. The burial 
with military hooors will take place at 
the Wyokie graveyard at 10 a. m. Tuesday 
Nov. 25th.

ton City,'the renowned free-thinker and 
comedian of the lecture platformi arrived 
in the city yesterday afternoon from In- 
dianapolis, accompanied by his son-in- 
law, Mr. G. P. Farrell,' and was' given 
room No. 77 at the New Deming hotel, 
Daring the evening about twenty citizens 
of the city called at the hotel and paid 
their respects to the visitor and satisfied 
their whetted curiosity by looking at tbe 
famous iconoclast and chatting with him. 
Pope Bob received all with his accustom- 
ed cordiality and span a number of yam 
to keep the callers in good spirit*. He 
touched upon politics and gave it as hia 
opinion that the Republicans would have 
•wept the country easily with Gresham, 
ot Indiana, and White, ot New York, as 
candidate! for president and vice presi- 
dent respectively. Speaking of hii silence 
in tbe Elaine campaign, Bob laid he wai 
no politician and because he could 
mix "religion" with politic*, be lit out 
early u£the fight for his ranch in New 
Mexico. 


THB LBCTCBB. 


"Orthodoxy," or soundness tn doctrine, 


was the subject of OoL Ingersoll's lecture 
at the opera house last evening, before a 
large audience, in which there wai a very 
noticeable absence of church people, pro- 
fessing Christians, law-abiding, benevo- 
lent, charitable and exemplary citizens of 
the community, most of whom, while 
they look beyond in faith to a happier 
existence, here on earth endeavor as best 
they can to bear each other's burdens and 
make their families comfortable and hap- 
py. The audience was made up largely 
of a class of people denominated as free- 
thinkers, with a sprinkling of ladies and 
just a few church members. The only 
preacher tbe reporter noticed was Rev. T, 
W. Pinkerton, of the Christian church, 
who entered with Judge Nelson. On the 
front seats was a good representation of 
those in the community who are always 
hungry to read anything Ingersoll has to 
say on religion. 


The lecturer came upon the stage un- 


announced, and spoke for two solid hours, 
He commenced by saying, "after all how 
little we know," and he closed with sub- 
stantially the same declaration. Through- 
out the entertaining talk, the Colonel was 
eloquent and wilty, and impressed the 
hearer that be stood there upon the stage 
not only to give vent to spiteful utter- 
ances and to defend himself as to tbe po- 
sition he occupies as arrayed against the 
Christian pulpits and people of the civi- 
lized world, but also to entertain the au- 
dience with his cutting ridicule of all re- 
ligion not purely Ingersollic, and to make 
a display of his oratorical ability. He 
did this to perfection, and kept tbe audi- 
ence laughing and applauding nearly the 
entire evening. He said a vast amount 
of good things touching the correct man- 
ner of living and drew a number of word 
pictures that were grandly beautiful. 


The chief purpose ot the lecturer was 


to ridicule the creeds ot the Protestant 
churches and to burlecque Catholicism. 
He denied the inspiration of the Bible, 
and said it was the work of Barbarians. 
Special providences he denounced as fool- 
ish and nonsensical, and he denied that 
any such miracles SB described in the 
Bible were ever performed. 


As a whole the lecture was jost such es 


one would expect to hear from the lips of 
Ingersoll, but with all hia learning and 
research Bob didn't offer his hearers any- 
thing better to improve tbe condition of 
humanity than that which is taught by 
tbe ministers ot tbe generally accepted 
gospel. He says he doesn't know any- 
thing more about this life than his fellow- 
men, though it must be confessed that be 
knows much better than bis fellows how 
to present his ideas on the subject of 
Atheism. Injure-soul is in short a relig- 
ious scoffer, and the only fruit ol his talks 
is to poison the minds of the people 
against the churches of the land and 
bring the preachers and professing Chris- 
tians into discredit. It is no wonder that 
the preachers: are arrayed against Injure- 
soul, for such doctrine as he preaches is 
only calculated and designed to do harm. 
However, there IB the usual number of 
churches in Decatur to-day, and so far as 
known the congregations are of the same 
size numerically. 
They will probably 


continue to exist and increase in member- 
ship with each pasting year, and to-mor- 
row and Sunday the bells will ring out 
calling them to the places of worship, 
while Bob, tbe comedian ot the rostrum, 
goes about from city to city delivering 
his lectures at the usual rates. Admis- 
sion, 50 to 75 cents and one dollar.

He 
tad to light several matches and look 
around among boxes before he could dis- 
cover it Then Bendure, as the properly 
authorized person, took charge of the 
jody and removed it to his office, where 
;he inquest was held (is above stated. Mr. 
Perl stated to-day that he acted simply 
as undertaker and would do the same 
thing again. Mr. Bendnre was surprised 
that Perl should have gone ahead and 
corralled the body and carried it away. 
He says that none but an ignorant patty 
would have committed such an act. Cer- 
tainly as EU undertaker Perl bad no legal 
right to touch the body, and the only per- 
son authorized nnder the law to take 
charge of it was Mr. Bendure, whose term 
as coroner will not expire until December, 
and perhaps not then.

to be good for about a quarter of a 
century more of lively work. His 
defeat in the convention of 1876 did 
not blast his hopes.

Some interesting and, as some may 


deem, cruel experiments, writes » cor- 
respondent, have just been tried at 
Marseilles with a view to ascertain how 
far dumb animals are susceptible of 
choleraic poison. The experimenters 
were Drs. Meati, a Swiss physician, and 
Bietech, the victims three doga and four 
piicea pigs. Provided with the neces- 
sary aptmancea these gentleman, fol- 
lowing-roe example of Dr, Koch, who 
visited their laboratory and favored 
them with his advice, gathered thou- 
sands of cholera microbes from the in- 
testines of still warm bodies, which tho 
authorities placed at their disposal, and 
submitted the creator* of tbe fell disease 
td various tests, the results of which 
will be made public for the benefit of 
science. The dogs and guinea pigs 
were inoculated with bacilli, always 
with success. The creatures operated 
upon were invariably seized with 
diarrhoea and cramp, and otherwise 
showed the same symptoms as mark 
the malady in mankind. The guinea 
pigs died in forty-eight hours at the ut- 
most, the dogs in four days. The 
guinea pigs in other respects mani- 
fested much greater susceptibility to tho 
virus than tbe dogs. 


Instead of inoculating it the experi- 


menters in one instance injected the 
virus into a guinea pig's intestinal canal. 
It died of cholera. To make the inocu- 
lation operate moro surely they also 
tied up the excretory biliary duct and 
injected the virulent matter into the duo- 
denum. In this way they proved that bile 
is a hindrance to the development of 
the microbes. In tho blood of ''choler- 
ized" guinea pigs, as in that of man, 
the globules are so softened as to pre- 
vent thorn from piling (sempiler), and 
they become deformed by reciprocal 
compression. This peculiarity is com 
mon to various conditions of asphyxia. 
It is suggested that practical conclusions 
may be urawn from these facts. 
Foi 


instance, the inoculation of dogs anc 
guinea pigs is a sure way of diagnosing 
cholera. When, henceforth, a town 01 
a country is threatened by the epidemic 
and doctors are in doubt as to the true 
character of a patient's symptoms, thei 
may obtain positive knowledge within 
a few hours 'by injecting directly into i 
guinea pig's duodenum part of thi 
contents of tho patient's • inteslina 
canal. 
A second conclusion concerns a pro 


phylactie against cholera.

The lively Bntis 
bird must go. 


This is all very well, but the Ameri- 


can Ornithologists have also decided 
that he shall make his exit through the 
American stomach, and it is now simply 
a question of whether the American 
stomach, already overloaded with for- 
eign iniquities, can stagger under this 
added responsibility. 


"Make sparrow pot-pie of him," says 


the American Ornithologist, and he 
will be reduced in numbers. 


Now pot-pie as an instrument of 


deoimination to anything except tho 
human species is open to grave suspi- 
cions. It would have been Bluch more 
practical and deadly had the American 
Ornithologists said: "Make him fash- 
ionable on bonnets." 


The English sparrow, from all ac- 


counts, is a fecund and predatory nuis- 
ance. He has not only destroyed the 
balance of animated nature and driven 
out the insectivorous birds that kept 
down our vermicular pests, but he con- 
sumes about one bushel of grain to the 
acre and makes no return for it. 
He is 


not even a decent scavenger, for he 
turus up his nose at anything but the 
best food and the daintiest crumbs. He 
is therefore, in the mildest possible 
phrase, an unmitigated curse, not un- 
like the locusts of Egypt or the beetles 
of Colorado. 


But the proposition deliberately made 


by science to the American people, 
that in order to get rid of this curse we 
must eat it, is something that will give 
the native appetite a pause. 
It is quite true, according to the epi- 


curean statistics, that the gourmands 
of New York have been eating him for 
some time at the fashionable restaurants 
under the hallucination that he was a 
reed-bird. But it is a well-known fact 
that the gourmands of New York will 
eat anything if it is only on the carte, 
and in order to exterminate the sparrow 
by the dietetic process we have got to 
get tbe entire population to go into the 
sparrow eating business with diligence 
and zest.

weight here. It is said by those who 
know that one swallow does not make 
a spring, and it is equally evident to 
those who have tried the pot-pie exper- 
iment that fifteen sparrows do not make 
one swallow.

of fclealtn on the Subject. 


The Illinois State Board of Health, inspired 
y the prevalence of diphtheria In an epidem- 
form In different lections of the state, bare 


ssued a circular to the public which is full ol 
aluable Information as to the precaulone 
blob ihould be taken against the dread dls- 
ase. Among the most Important suggestion! 
ire the following: 
If one IB subject to catarrh, or Inflammatory 


affections of the throat, especial care should 
be paid to the condition of the general health 
and to the general bjgienfo surroundings- 


During the existence of diphtheria, avoid 


crowded gatherings In badly ventillated rooms, 
as in theatres, public halls and' even churches- 
This Is of especial Importance during cold 
weather. 


Secure thorough ventilation and perfect 
leanliness of nurseries, kinder gartens, school 


rooms, and other place* where children are 
arod for. 
During the existence of a case of diphtheria 
c the neighborhood do not neglect any sore- 


I of the throat, however alight, until 


esured of Its harmless nature by the family 
>hyslclan. 


t'nlesfl absolutely necessary, do not come In 
or tact with, or Inhale the breath of one sick 
rith sore throat. Avoid kissing, or eating or 
sinking In common with such persons. 
Diphtheria has 30 often appeared where un- 
ileanly conditions have prevailed, when It 
ould not be tracpd to continuous propagation 
iy contagion, that its relation to fllth as a 
ause may be assumed for sanitary purposes. 
It Is Immaterial whether the fllih exists in 
iBlble and disgusting forms, such as (he gar- 


bage heap, the eess-pool or-the privy vault, or 
nthe invisible and possibly Inodorous gases 
from an Illy constructed sewer; from decay- 
ng vegetables in the cellar, or In the poison- 
ous exhalation from the human breath and 
body in unventilated rooms. AH these un- 
doubted causes of Ill-health should be at once 
abated. 


Outbreaks of the disease h«ve been traced 


to the carriage of the contagion by the wind. 
Therefore, It is advisable to close the windows 
and doom, and avoid as much as possible the 
side of a house toward a known Infeoted house 
or locality, especially during the prevalence 
of high winds from that direction. 


The room selected for the sick should be 


large, easily ventilated and as far from the 
IviDtr and sleeping rooms of other members 
of the family as it la practicable to have it. 
All ornaments, carpets, drapery and articles 
not absolutely needed in the room should be 
removed. A free circulation of air from with- 
out should be admitted both by night and day; 
there Is no bolter disinfectant than pure air. 
Place the bed as near as possible In the middle 
of the room; but care should, of course, be 
taken to keep the patient out of draughts. 


Every person should study this information 


and act accordingly, and we will have less 
diphtheria In our midst.

Many in our party were through the 
war, but our chief blessing la having an old 
arm;' cook, and If the soldiers of '63 fared a* 
sumptuously as we do, they should be envied, 
and not pitted, for even a spread at Delmoul- 
oo's could not compare to eomo of our colla- 
tions, seasoned as they are by a keen appetite. 
The programme for the past few days h*s 
been— breafctast at fivu, and tben all bands 
are summoned to have a deer drive, by which 
means we have seen any number of "fleet- 
foots," have wounded some, but only suoceed- 
ed In bamstr'nglng two; then we separate! 
some to still bunt, others seek squirrel or other 
game, and some fleh. In the evening after 
drawing our uruns, we tell yarns around the 
blazing camp fire, and listen to the panl hers 
and woHcs east of us In tho Jungle, retire at 
eight and Morpheus has full sway till morn. 
Then comes— 
"The day, so mild,

With Earth and ocean reconciled, 
The airs wo feel 
Around us steal" 
have not one oaro to harass or perplex u«, 
thus tempus f ugit and soon we must return 
to the worry and strife of business. and the 
pleasures of Camp Collie will be a thing of the 
past.

National Educational Statistics. 


Some very interesting facts and 


igures are given by the United States 
Bureau of Education in a- volume 
ust issued by the Interior Depart 
ment: The report shows an increase 
of 4,135 teachers in the United 
States over last year. The propor- 
tion of female teachers is greater 
than that of the last report. Even 
in the frontier states the proportion 
of women teaching is rapidly increas- 
ing. 
There is also an upward move- 


ment in teachers' salaries. 
The 


summary shows an income of $04,- 
327,188, and expenditure lot $91, 
158,039, against $88,142,088 income 
and £85,111,442 expenditure for the 
previous year. 
Illinois shows an 


increase of 35,345 in youth of school 
age; of 18,034 in enrollment in pub- 
lic schools; of 26^69 in average 
daily attendance. 
There was also 


an increase of 29 in high schools, 
and of 38 in tho number of school 
buildings erected during the year.

WASHINGTON, D. C., November [26.— 


Attorney-General Brewsterhas completed 
Us annual report. It contains a number 
of suggestions and recommendations 
looking to new legislation amendatory .ol 
existing statutes. Our criminal proced- 
ure IB faulty. 
In criminal cases the 


pleadings should be simplified, a uniform 
ffttcia 
of challenges provided and the 


trials shorn ol the technical objections 
and numberless dilatory motions that can 
now be Interposed to prevent a speedy 
trial npon mcrita. In preparing indict- 
merits lor offenses against the United 
Atates It is now necessary to follow the 
common law lorms of the last centnry, 
•with all their technicalities, verbosity of 
description and repetition*, so that what 
should be • simple and concise written 
accusation, becomes a long and confused 
mass of descriptions and allegations, 
wholly unintelligible to both defendant 
md jnry. 
With a view to remedying the evils, 


omissions and defects of criminal pro- 
cedure, Mr. firewater submits a number 
ol carefully prepared forms, and recom- 
mends their adoption as general laws lor 
the coorts of the United States. He 
recommends that the statutes nnthorizing 
outgoing United States Marshals to exe- 
cute all processes In their hands at the ex- 
piration ol their commission, be changed, 
•o as to i-eqnlre them to turn over to 
(their successors all unfinished business. 
toe present law, Mr. firewater says, leads 
to confusion and conflict ol authority, as 
•well as delay in the settlement of Mar- 
shal's accounts. 
He recommends salaries lor United 


States Marshals ami District Attorneys. 
Tic present fee system is nu expensive 
one. It i.s estimated that it costs the 
^Government §10 ID expenses for every 
dollar oi the Marshal's emoluments which 
•hows that it -wonK! be to the interest ol 
the Government to givo the Marshal a 
flxcd compensation, so as to remove all 
inducements to perpetrate frauds upon 
the Government and frauds upon the cit- 
izen. 
The same reasons in favor ol salaried 


officers apply with even more force to 
United States Attorneys, who examine 
the accounts ol Marshals. Tho emolu- 
ments oi the Attorney ought not to be 
contingent upon the amount ol business 
done by the officer upon the correctness 
of whose accounts he must pass. 


Mr. firewater recommends that the 


Attorney-General be given authority to ad- 
just salaries oi Marshals upon some basis 
to be fixed by law. 
On the subject ol United States pris- 


oners, the Attorney-General favored the 
erection ol a 1'eiiltentlary centrally lo- 
cated and controlled by the United States 
in which to conllne its own prisoners. It 
la not always possible to secure such 
treatment and discipline loi prisoners 
confined in State nud municipal institu- 
tions best calculated 
to iinVcl their 


jclormation. United States prisoneis, us 
a rule, are ol a better class ol meu than 
the average com let, and are capable of 
performing better work. If a Govern- 
ment prison woro erected the com lets 
could bo employed In the manufacture oi 
supplies exclusively for the Government. 
This would keep them employed, and 
should render the Penitentiary almost 
self-sustaiiilnlng. 
It also would avoid 


»ny objection to convict labor, while the 
tax-payers would be relieved almost en- 
tirely oi the burden ol supporting them. 
I! Congress acts upon this rccommenda-* 
tion, It is suggested that the Penitentiary 
should be elected nt some central poln< 
•where there are ample railroad facilities^ 
lor the transportation ol the goods mamt' 
toctunxl by them. 
The Star lloute civil suits, the Attorney 


General says, have been 
vigorously 


pressed. In lonrtecn cases Instructions 
to bring suit have been given, and in si* 
or eight process has been issued and suits 
commenced. 


The condition of the public service, 


Mr. Brcwster says, so lar as It relates to 
officials In his department, is greatly im- 
proved. This is dne to the active efforts 
of the present administration in checking 
irregularities, correcting 
abuses . and 


punishing frauda and 
exactions com- 


mitted bj Marshals, District Attorneys 
and Commissioners in a number of dis- 
tricts. In every case where these matters 
eamo to his attention ho has done all in 
his power to remedy, and In some cases 
has succeeded in the conviction and pub- 
lic punishment of such offenders. 
' In those efforts to Improve the public 
service many difficulties were experi- 
enced. 
They were resisted by delin- 


quent officers and their adherents; but 
the useful and purifying effect following 
conviction and imprisonment was soon 
loll In the whole service. 


In order to continue this strict super- 


vision ol the conduct and accounts of 
court officers, he recommends an ample 
appropriation by Congress.
